THE PARNELL INQUIRY.} 


EVIDENCE OF FRENCH POLICE OFFICERS 
SECURED BY THE “TIMES.” 


An Effort to Be Made to Limit the Scope of 
the Inquiry—The Mandeville Inquest— 
The Evictions in Ireland—t.mperor Will- 
lam and the Car to Meet To-Day—Gen. 
Boulanger Improving—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpox, July 19.—Some delay occurred in 
issuing copies of the bill referring to the 
Parnell investigation. When actually avail- 
able no intimation was afforded of the fact to 
Parnell or his supporters. A rush was made 
to procure copies, which were eagerly perused, 
but added little to what was, already con- 
tained in Smith's motion. The inclusion of 
other persons besides Irish members of Par- 
lament was an afterthought. In ite last pub- 
lished number the Tory organ, the Quarterly 
Review, simply stated that the inquiry would 
be made into the conduct of certain members 
of Parliament. A determined effort will be 
made by the whole opposition to 
limit the scope of the inquiry to the 
Parnellite members and those intimately as- 
sociated with them. An attempt will also be 
made to ascertain the exact position of the 
Attorney-General in regard to the inquiry. 
The Times complains to-day*that the inquiry 
robs it of its tactical advantage, and oompele 
it to disclose documents supporting its case, 
but it does not say it will divulge the origin of 
these documents. There are mysterious ru- 
mors emanating from the Times offiee about 
certain evidence of French police officers, 
whom the Times intends to bring over to give 
an account of Parnell’s movements in Paris. 

THE MANDEVILLE INQUEST. 

The revelations at the Mandeville inquest 
made a deep impression, Many eyes were 
moist, as the widow told the plain unvar- 
nished story of his sufferings, as related to 
her. The attempt to show he was a drunkard 
signally failed. The account of how, when 
unable, owing to a sore throat, to eat the 
punishment diet, he ravenously ate a smell 
piece of meat, contemptuously flung to him 
by the unfriendly warden as a person throws a 
Piece of meat to a dog, created a painful sen- 
sation in court. 

THE VANDELEUR EVICTIONS. 

Another matter causing grave uneasiness to 
the Government is the evictions on estates of 
Capt. Vandeleur, the absentee landlord, at 
Clare, which began yesterday. It appears 
that the difficulties of these tenants began in 
1874, when the present landiord’s father was 
ousted from the representation for Clare, in 
consequence of which he raised his rents % 
percent. Many tenants afterwards obtained 
enormous reductions from the land courts, 
but already they are hopelessly in ar- 
rears. The evictions will probably last 
three weeks, the evicting party con- 
sisting of twenty bailiffs with 
axes, crowbars, ladders and battering 
rams, a troop of Hussars, two companies vf 
soldiers and 250 police. Three evictions have 
deen effected. In the first two there was no 
resistance; in the third the walls had to be 
forced by a battering ram. As the wall fell 
the attacking party shielded their faces with 
wicker shields, and part of the police with 
fixed bayonets then forced an entrance. The 
defenders, consisting of two lads and two 
girls, came out when further resistance was 
useless. They were immediately seized by the 
police, and Magistrate Roche, sitting on the 
wall, committed them for trial then and there, 
refusing bail. A number of tourists, including 
some Americans, watched the proceedings.

Mr. Sommers then asked what the future 
position of Attorney-General Webster 
would be in regard to the progress and 
operation of the special commission bill, 
and Sir Wilfrid Lawson, Liberal, asked 
whether Attorney-General Webster attended 
the Cabinet meeting on the day that Mr. 
Smith announced the Government’s purpose 
to appoint a co las lon of judges. 

Mr. Smith s in response: 1 decline to 
answer any question of that nature, and as to 
the other question (Mr. Sommers’) that must 
depend upon the course taken by the members 
respecting the bill and its operation.

DOWNED THE BUCKET-SHOP., 


The Chicago Board of Trade Wins a Sub- 
stantial Victory. 


CnIcaGo, III., July 19.—The Board of Trade 
scored a substantial vietory in the Appellate 
Court this morning. Judge Garnett affirmed 
the decision of Jadge Collins, dismissing the 
suit of the New York and Chicago Grain and 
Stock Exchange against it. This is one of the 
numerous so-called bucket-shop suits which 
the board has been called on to fight from 
time to time. Prior to Décember, 1885, the 
New York and Chicago Grain and Stock Ex- 
change was one of the many correspondents 
ofthe Board of Trade, to whom tt forwarded 
the market q through the W 
Union and Gold & Telegraph Co, De- 
eember, , the Exc wae struck from 
the list of correspondents, because it was, as 
the of the Board of Trade 
alleged, a bucket-shop.

A PINKERTVN PLOT. 


NEARLY ALL THE ACCUSED ALLEGED TO BE 
DETECTIVES. 


The So-Called Conspiracy Declared to Be 
Without Foundation—Resalt of the In- 
vestigation of the Grievance Commi tees 
~—Bowles, Broderick, Wilson and Smith 
Knownte Be Pinkerton Employes—The 
Prisoners Heid for the Grand-Jury—Some 
of Them Rearrested on state Warrants. 


Cu1caco, III., July 19.—A member of one of 
the grievance committees now in session here, 
said to-day that very little was done yester- 
day except receiving testimony which has 
been gathered relative to the dynamite con- 
spiracy. The testimony is not all in, said 
W. B. Huskey, Chairman of the Chicago & 
Alton Committee, ‘‘but we have enough to 
show that Bowles, Broderick, Wilson. and 
Smith are ali Pinkerton men. Pinker- 
ton has had men in our organization 
for years, and they are getting in 
their work. We have also learned that not an 
ounce of dynamite has been exploded on the 
Burlington tracks. How do we know? We 
have men wlio kuo the efiecte of dynamite; 
men who have seen an engine blown all to 
pieces by a few ounces of dynamite in the city 
of Denver during the celebrated Denver & Rio 
Grande strike. e result of this meeting will 
be a full and free investigation of the alleged 
dynamite conspiracy. any of our members 
are guiity they will be turned over to the au- 
thorities. We shall protect the integrity of 
our r. from enemies without and 
foes within. 

THE GRIEVANCE COMMITTEES’ RESOLUTION. 

The following resolution was adopted by the 
chairmen of the Grievance Committees of the 
various railway systems, who are in session 
here to-day: 

While we do not withdrawaword of our 
| denunciation of the use of dynamite, we do not 
want the public to suppose we are con- 
demning the men under accusation. The 
exposures of the past few days show that 
many of the men under arrest were detectives 
acting under the direction of the infamous 
Pinkerton gang. It is easy to see how such 
Villains could manufacture evidence against 
innocent men and put up jobs that would 
make unsuspecting men sayand do things 
whick could afterward be tortured into the 
appearance of criminality. The whole busi- 
ness looks at this time like a policy adopted to 
injure and disgrace the workingmen who are 
on a strike. 

We assure the 


ublic that we have no sym- 
pathy whatever with lawlessness, but we ap- 
al to all fair-minded citizens to withhold 
fad entagainst the men under accusation 
1 


which knows the laws and the rules of evi- 
dence, and which will administer them im- 
partially. 

BOTH SIDES REST. 

Much curiosity was expressed to-day as to 
what the defence inthe Burlington dynamite 
case would be. At the opening of court Law- 
yer Donohue, for the Brotherhood, asked 
District Attorney Ewing if the prosecution 
rested its case. Mr. Ewing nodded his head 
affirmatively. ‘‘Then we rest our case,’’ said 
Donohue, and are prepared to discuss 
proofs,’’ Mr. Ewing declined to make any 
argument, sayinw: ‘‘Wesimply ask that the 
defendants be held on the evidence. 

THE ACCUSED HELD. 

After an earnest address by each of the two 
lawyers forthe defense Commissioner Hoyne 
sai The prosecution hus presented a 
good probable case against the prisoners, 
and Ishould not be performing m 
less I referred the charges against ail 
oners to the Grand-jury. It isfor the Grand- 
jury to pass upon the men’s guiltor inno- 
cence.’ 

The court ordered that the amount of bail 
should remain as already fixed, $5,000 
apiece. Efforts to keep Engineer God- 

ing from being held over were unsuccess- 
ful. Theargument ofthe defense was that 
there had been practically no evidence 
against Goding. Amongthe spectators who 
witnessed the conclusion of the trial 
was Assistant Postmaster-General Stevenson. 
Thethree prisoners, Broderick, Bauereisen 
and 8 were not allowed their liberty 
on bail. Ali three were rearrested before 
moving a step. State warrants were used, 
the charge being bringing dynamite into the 
State of Lilinois, contrary to law. 


A Pinkerton Plot. 


NEW YORK, July 19.—There is only one feel- 
ing among the members of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers in this neighbor- 
hood in regard to the alleged dynamite con- 


spiracy ene members of the Brétherhood 
in Ohicago. hey are not willing to accept 
the fact that either Hoge or Murphy, or any of 
the Brotherhood officers are gnilty, and many 
men claimthatthe charges have been manu- 
factured by Pinkerton men to divert public 
sympathy in the Brotherhood. 

»The sentiment is universal, said H. H. 
Ross, an ex afficer of Division 105 of this city, 
„that ift the men are guilty they should 
punished to the full extent of the law, but we 
don't take any stock in the dynamite story, 
aud believe it has been concocted by the com- 
pony and detectives to cast odium on tne 

rotherhood. With regard to the sal sodaand 
emery circular, we don’t believe it was ever 


issued by Hoge, for the simple 
reason that any man of ordinary 
intelligence must have known that 


himself liable to the con- 
spiracy laws. such a circular was ever is- 
sued it was done by a man of small intelli- 
gence, without the knowledge of any commit- 
tee or the officers of the brotherhood. The 
so-called confessions are evidently part of the 
scheme. However, if these alleged crimes 
are proved to be true, the brotherhood 
through its proper officers will see that the 
parties are a property punished. 

Geo Van Tassell, an officer of Divis- 
ion 14 ofthis city, and holding a position of 
trust on the New York Oentrai, with which 
road he has been since 1863, said; The 
Brotherhood discountenances all violence, 
and if the men in Chicago are proved gulity of 
the crimes with which they are charged, I be- 
lieve they should be severely un- 
isbed. It seems strange to me, how- 
ever, that the company has so recently 
received both Huge and Murphy to 
represent the two brotherhoods if they wtre 
the conspirators the company claims them to 
be. From what I know of our men, I know 
they condemn violence of every kind. If they 
huve any arievances which the company refuse 
to hear or mend, they strike; but that is all.

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


Sundry Suits Filed and Judgments Een- 
dered To-Day. 


A serious charge is made against a gripman 
of the Olive street cable in the sult filed this

THE NEGRO WHO SHOT OFFICER MURTIE 
O’SULLIVAN IN THE LOCKUP. 


Me Tells His Story, Claiming. That the 


Policeman Brutally Beat Him With His 
Ciub and Shot at liim Without Cause 
Before He Used His Revolver— 
His Hiding Place Back of the Third 
District Police Station and the Manner 
ef His Escape—Uijs Capture. 


Prank Parker, the negro who shot Officer 
Murtie O'Sullivan and wounded him 80 se- 
verely, was brought back this morning from 
Little Rock, Ark., by Officer Zeigler and 
placed in the holdover. He is a small, brown- 
skinned negro who does not look to be over 
& years of age. When arrested at Littie Rock 


he refused to return without requisi- 
tion papers, but when the officer ar- 
rived with papers for him, Parker 


caine back with him very quietly. This morn- 
ing a Post-DIsPATCH reporter called on the 
negro in the holdover, and asked him his 
version of the trouble he had bad with 
O'Sullivan. 

: PARKER'S STORY. 

**T will tell you how it happeneéd,’’ Parker 
commenced.

Modern Fencing and Its Developments in 
Different Countries—The French Swords- 
men Greatly Overrated—Spanish Swords- 
manship and Its Advantages—Fencing 
“a Ia Brigand”’—The Swedish School 
and Its Peculiarities—How the Italians 
Handle the Rapiér—General Inferiority 
of the French—Probable Reason of Gen, 
Boulanger’s Recent Defeat. 


„The recent duel between Boulanger and 
Floguet,’’ said J. B. Waldron, formerly a 
captain in the Fifth Cavalry, toa Post- Dis 

PATCH reporter, ‘‘calls to my mind a most in- 
teresting conversation Ionce had with Maj, 
De Rudio on the subject of fencing. As is 
well known, De Rudio was one of the few 
conspirators, who escaped after ths attempt 
to kill Napoleon III. made by Orsini de Rudio, 
came to this country and secured a commis» 
sion in the regular army by most gallant 
service during the war. He was probably the 
best fencer in the army, at least with the 
mull sword, and knew the different styles 
practised in every country. One night at 
Ft. Laramie he was giving some of the officers 
a low lessons in fenging and was easily led to 
talk about the styles prevalent among ail 
swordsmen. 

OVERRATED FRENCHMEN. 

„He was of the opinion that French swords- 
manship was tremendously overrated and 
could only be effectively used when the rules 
laid down in Paris were observed. In & con 
test with either a Swede, an Italian or a Span- 
lard, in an open fleld, where the rules of the 
French schools were disregarded and where 
each man was called upon to defend himself 
as best he might, he always maintained that 
the Frenchman would inevitably be defeated. 
In this school the position of the blade, hands 
and body is rigidly prescribed and while great 
advances in the art bave been made all 
are in the mine of defense, and 
all new rules have been adopted 
witha view to obviating fatal results. The 
consequence ig that strictly school fencing be- 
tween two fair swordsmen has become a most 


harmless amusement, and a slight wound in 
the hand or arm is all that need be feared. The 
left hand must 17 up in the balance and is not 
allowed to touch an opponent’s The 
blades are kept in contact, the men must stand 
on both feet, and a halt is called at the first 
blood drawn.

A TUNNEL WRECK. 


Full Details of the Killing of Conductor 
Withers and Fireman Belcour. 


The western mouth of the tunnel was the 
scene at 4:45 o’clock yesterday of 3 
terrible accident. At the time mentioned 
bridge engine No. 11 in charge of Edward J. 
Newman, engineer, and Frank Belcour, fire- 
man, emerged from the tunnel drawing a 
train of thirty three freight cars, eighteen 
laden with coal and fifteen empty. The train 


was in charge of Conductor William . 
Withers, who was seated on the pilot beam 
of the engine. A very short distance from 
the western exit of the tunnel is a coal switch 
which runs alongside of the train dispatcher's 
tower, a switchmen’s shanty and a large 
sand-bouse. The track at this point ie slightly 
curved. When the engine struck the frog, for 
some unaccountable reason the wheels took 
the coal switch instead of the main track. The 
freight car immediately behind did not follow 
but continued on the main track. 
THE TERRIBLE STRAIN 

broke the coupling which linked the forward 
cartothe engine and both the engine and 
freight cars continued on their separate ways. 
When the engine left the main track it 
ploughed over the ties of the coal switch, 
struck the train dispatcher’s tower and shat- 
tered it; tore away the side of the switchmen’s 
shanty and then suddenly turned and shot 


into the sand house, about six- 
ty yards from the place of de- 
railment. The second the engine left 


the track, Conductor Withers ,realizingthat a 
wreck was inevitable, jumped from the cow 
catcher, on which he was seated, to the 
ground on the right. He fell riaht in the 
midule ofthe main track in doling so, and be- 
fore he could arise the cars which had kept on 
the main line came thundering along and 
struck him. His body was sufficient obstruc- 
tion to derail the first forward cars, which 
were almost in an instant pase up on top of 
one another. Withers was killed instantly. 

Engineer Newman and Fireman Beloour 
did not 

JUMP FROM THE ENGINE 

when it left the track, but remained at their 
posts lu the cab. It was the only thing they 
could do, tor on one side of them were the 
buildings referred to and on the other was the 
train dashing — and liable to be piled up 
ina heap in an instant. When the engine 
struck the sand house it knocked in the side 
but eame to a standstill. The shock 
threw Fireman Belcour to the ground 
and the large iron tank, the connection 
of which with the engine had been broken, 
fell over on him, killing bim instantly. New- 
man kept his seat and fortunately escaped 
serious injury. The great noise made by the 
crash and escaping steam attracted an im- 
mense crowd. squad of fifteen policemen, 
under the command of Sergt. Hoagiand, had 
great difficulty in keeping the thousands of 
morbidly curious back from the wreck. The 
body «f Belcour when taken from the debris 
was ashapeless mass and not recognizabie. 
The head was mashed, the breast, abdon.en 
and arms were crushed, the skull was in frag- 
ment~ and the face was besmeured witn blood 
and brains. It was a borrible sight. Edward 
J. Newman escuped with only a few bruises 
and went at once to his home. 

The bodies of Withers and Belcour were tak- 
en to the Morgue. 

Frank Belcour was 28 years of age, and leaves 
a wife and three children. His home was on 
High street, between Twenty-second and 
Twenty-third. 

William E. Withers was 87 years of age, un- 
married and lived with his mother at 1509 
Washington avenue. Withers was the man 
who killed John Gordon on Fourteenth and 
Toplar streets during the strike two years ago.

THE ¥EX-CHAMPION OARSMAN DECIDES. 


UPON LEAVING ST. LOUIS. 


Mr. St. John Gives the Reasons for the Step 
~—Creve Cour Lake asa Rowing Course 
—Questionable Base Ball Tactics—Tim 
Murnane Tells a Story About Lew Sim- 
mons—Vorter Ashe Celebrates—Sporting 
Matters— Base Ball Chat. 


For the past two weeks a paragraph has 
been printed in many of the Eastern papers to 
the effect that Jake Gaudaur,the ex- champlon 
Oarsman of America, will shortiy remove 
from St. Louis, which now has been his per- 
manent residence fora number of years and 
will locate in the East. 

There is much truth in this report, and the 
reasons therefore are many and strong. Mr. 
J. A. St. John, Gaudaur’s plucky backer, was 
asked to explain the matter to-day and he 
said; 

„Some weeks ago I was talking with Jake 
about his prospects and one thing or another, 
and I then told him that the best thing he 
could possibly do would be to move from 
St. Louls and settle in the East. 
My reasons were good. Long before a rail- 
road was ever built to Creve Cour Lake I pre- 
dicted in print that a railroad would be built 
to that point and that it would become one of 
the great rowing courses inthe country. I 
then predicted that national and international 
boating races would be rowed on that course. 
As a matter of fact the lake is one of 
the finest rowing courses in the world. 
The water is as smooth as Klass, 
well situated, sufficient in extent, 


and never rough enough to postpone a race; 
probabiy not in 100 times. Ali that was neces- 
sary was the facilities. In time my prediction 
was aimost fulfilled. The great oarsmen of 
the country have rowed on Creve Cour. 
Gaudaur, Hanlan, Trickett, Teewer and 
others of less note have dipped their 
blades in its depths, an regattas 
have been conducted there. The frst 
two years of the business we had 
an agreement with the railroad to pay usa 
certain percentage of the profits and our suc- 
cess Was ureut. St. Louis is a great aquatic 
city. That fact was proved by the fact that 
the road could not supply cars enough for the 
people who wanted to see the races. But 
then the road stopped holding out the neces- 
sary inducements and the lake fell into 
a sort of innocuous desuetude, as it were. 
There was no use lu bringing big oarsmen 
here to row, becuuse there was no money in 
the gate for them. Consequently, all that 
Gaudaur could find of benefit in the water was 
its properties as a training course. My advice 
to him therefore was to leave the lake, 
buy a boat house on the Merrimac 
River at Lowell, Mass., and rent boats. 
His reputation as an oOarsman will 
go far to nelp him in this respect and he can 
make more money out of it than he can by 
farming. His reputation as an oarsman will 
not poorest potato and chinch bugs from 
spolling his crops, but will bring him trade as a 
boatman. Jake will therefore sell out his 
farm here and go East very soon. His family 
Will zo with him. It is bad forthe city, of 
course, but it is good for Gaudaur.’’ 

Mr. St. John further said that Gaudaur’s re- 
moval from the oc ty would in no way tend to 
sever existing connections between him and 
the oarsman. St. John will continue to back him 
against all comers. The change, which is in- 
dorsed to the limit by Gaudaur himself, will 
be solely for the betterment of his own in- 
terests 
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QUEER BASE BALL TACTICS, 


Questionable Mets Resorted To in Order 
to Win Games. 


There are tricks in all trades, and more in 
base ball than in most others writes a face- 
tious soribbler. Almost every man in the 
business has some trick which is a specialty 
with him. Some ofthe schemes worked are 
anything but a credit to the perpetrators and 
are a detriment to the national game. 

Anson and Comiskey are probably the great- 


est tricksters on the field, but their work is 
mostly in training the teams they captain and 
notinthe same order of the ‘‘queer’’ work 
done by the peng Kelly is as full of tricks 
as a dow is of fieas. In the first Chicago-De- 
troit game in 1886 he was catching Big McUar- 
mack, Brouthers was at bat for Detroit, and 
hita high fly which McCarmack missed, but 
Kelly had made Broutbers believe his hit was 
foul by throwing off his mask and running out 
toward first base asthough he was going to 
catch afoul fly. Brouthers was deceived by 
the trick and did not run for first base. 

Henry Porter has a way of deceiving a run- 
ner on first base that is original with him. He 
wipes the perspiration from his face several 
times, and finally lets the bail go with the 
sanie motion used to wipe his forehead. The 
trick is one ot the most successful 
ones ever employed tocatcharunner nap- 
ping at first. Jack Glasscock used to throw 
sand inthe eyes of the base runners, but he 
has quitthatand adopted the plan of spiking 
and blocking every man that comes down to 
second. He has already injured two men this 
season. Sterns, Des Moines’ first buseman, is 
one of the most disreputable players in the 
business, and will hesitate at nothing to win 
the game for his side. He makes it a practice 
when aman bas hit for more than a single to 
stand in such a position at first that his 
shoulder will strike the base runner in the pit 
ofthe stomach and thereby disable him from 
making more bases. 

Tucker of Baltimore holds men at first every 
time the umpire happens to be looking in an- 
other direction, and Daly, the Chicago catch- 
er, goes right against the opposing basemen 
with the intention of intimidating or injuring 
them. The trick pt fielders sneaking up be- 
hind men playing off bases is almost too old to 
be successful as base runners have learned to 
watch the catcher's signals and the flelders. 

The trick worked by Barkley and Donohue 
of catching a man at the home plate is an old 
but a good one. Bunting the ball and drop- 
ping third strikes and flies are hampered by 
he rules, and base ball legislation to prevent 
tricks on the ball fleld is done every year. 
Still players have an advantage ofa year and 
invent new tricks too fast forthe lawmakers.
